OF CORN CLUB BOYS 


William Bradford, Agent, Now! 


| Preparing to Weigh Outputs 
| of Competitors: 


| William Bradford, agent for Boys’ Corn 
| clubs, organized under the auspices of 
the United States department of agricul- 
ture in co-operation with the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. is preparing for the 
measuring of the harvest of the competi- 
tors this fall. Through The Journal he 
| issues the following appeal to elders to 
aid the youths in weighing the output of 
| their contest fieids: 

“The reporis- I am receiving from the 
| cern club boys in your county indicate 
that they have done some very fine work 
this year and have produced results that 
will be a matter of pride and gratifica- 
!tien to your county. Careful and compe- 
tent observers all over the state are ex- 
| pressing the opinion that no other effort 
that has been made to arouse interest and 
fix attention upon better methods of 
agriculture has produced the beneficial 
results that have grown out of this boys’ 
corn club movement. If only the imme- 
diate families of these boys were reached 
and touched it would be well worth all 
that it has cost in time, labor and 
thought. But as a matter of fact the 
infection has spread to a more or less 
extent throughout the neighborhood 
wherever a successful corn club acre has 
been cultivated. In counties where this 
ebrn club work has been in progress two 
or three yearsthereare comparatively few 
farmers who have not been infiuenced to 
some extent by its demonstrations. And 
it is an influence that will continue to 
spread. 

“But the corn club boy reaches a stage 
in the progress of his work when he is 
‘compelled to have help from some of his 
neighbors. Under the rules governing 
these clubs, the boy who makes a crop 
is not allowed to measure it. This must 
be done or supervised by two disinterested 
persons and the result certified to by 
them. It is not the boy’s fault that he 
must have this help. It is needful in 
the operation of our plans. It is per- 
haps only necessary to cail attention to 
the matter on the part of any one who 
may be asked to render this small serv- 
ice. That the boys are doing a great 
work for the state and the county, a 
work of permanent and _ inestimable 
value, is beyond doubt. That this small 
assistance will be extended to them by 
any man with a heart goes without say- 
ing. 

“The days for the county contests are 
being arranged now, and as soon as they 
are announced all needed assistance 
should be given promptly to the meas- 
uring of these boys’ plats and crops in 
order that they may not be deprived of 
the right and pleasure of entering the 
prize-winning contest. 

“Reader, if there is a corn club boy 
in your vicinity, please consider this a 
personal appeal to you to render him 
this small favor. You will feel better 
for having done it, and it will do much 
toward encouraging the boy to continue 
his meritorious work.

‘Of 10,000 Americans in Mex-

About 9,000 


(By Associated Press.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8.—-The army 
transport Buford will sail late today to 
gather up Americans in peril on the 
west coast of Mexico. The vessel will 
be in charge of Charles Jenkinson, spe- 
cial’ representative of the state depart- 
ment It will fly the Red Cross flag, as 
it is believed the ship will be better able 
to perform its relief work under that 
banner owing& to the present temper of 
Mexicans than wWhder the American flag. 

The Buford, it is thought, will bring 
back between 5090 and 1,000 Americans 
and probably a second trip will have to 
be made to accommodate ail who wish 
to get away. 


Jenkinson arrived from Washington 
last Friday and has been busy loading 
the Buford with medicines nad stores 


and arrnging for the embarking of hos- 
pital men and nurses and soldier guards. 
|The trip is expected to last from four to 
j six weeks. The first stop will be made 


}at Manzanillo, meptember 15.

AMERICANS ENDANGERED 
BY DOMINICAN SEIGE 


Gunboat Des Moines Being 
Rushed to Puerto Plata to 
Protect Americans 


(By Associated Press.) 

* WASHINGTON, Sept. §.—Puerta 
Plata, in the Dominican republic, where 
a revolution is in progress, is being 
shelled by Dominican gunboats, with 
great danger to American lives and 
property. Jose M. Esteva, American 
vice consul there, so reported ‘today. 
The gunboat Des Moines is on the way 
there. 

The Des Moines is today at Guantan- 


amo céaling for the run to Puerta 
Plata, where she is due tomorrow. 
Puerta Plata has been in the hands 
of the Dominican rebeis ever since the 


latest revolution started, with the an- 
nouncement of the governor that the 
state had seceded from all allegiance 


to the central government. The pres- 
ent danger to Americans and thelr 
property comes from the attempt of 
the Dominican government to force 


the rebel stronghold to capitulate. 

Until the receipt of today’s dis- 
patch, state department officials had 
not thought the flare-up would be se- 
rious.

IN TRIAL OF JEROME 


Crown Prosecutors Opposing 
One Another—Jerome Arrives 
for Hearing 


(By Associated Press.) 

COATICOOK, Quebec, Sept. 8&—Wil- 
liam Travers Jefome stepped off the 
train from Montreal at noon, ready to 
appear in court this afternoon on a 
charge of gambling, on which he was 
arrested last week. A small crowd 
greeted him in silence. 

Samuel Jacobs, K. C., of Montreal, 
chief counsel for New York state, ac- 
companied Jerome. They alighted 
from the train almost directly beneath 
the window of the detention roum 
where Harry Thaw is held. 

The crowd dispersed quickly and 
drifted toward the court house, where 
the hearing was set for 4 o'clock, It 
as predicted that he charge would be 
dismissed on a technicality, Im that It 
specified that Jerome played cards in 
“a railroad station” when as a matter 
of fact he was more than fifty feet 
from the station. 

Harry Thaw was temporarily forgotten 
by townspeople of Coaticoak today, and 
all paths led to the Court house, where 
William Travers Jerome had promised to 
appear this afternoon for a preliminary 
hearing on a charge of gambling. He 
was released last week under $500 bail, 
anf with his departure for Montreal to 
make arrangements to oppose the habeas 
corpus on which Thaw is to be arraigned 
next Monday, many of those here antag- 
onistic to him remarked that “Jerome 
has jumped his bail. He'll never show his 
face in Coaticook a gain.” 

It was with considerable surprise. there- 
fore, that they heard Jerome's counsel 
had put his case forward to today. 

James Mckee, the aged justice of the 
peace who signed the warrant’ for 
Jerome’s arrest and flayed him in court 
when Jerome did not appear at the first 
hearing, had no part in today's proceed- 
ings. He was superseded by a district 
magistrate, H. W. Mulvena, of Sher- 
brooke. Mulvena agreed yesterday to 
come here and preside. 

A, C. Hanson, joint crown prosecutor 
for the district, was in charge of the 
prosecution; Jacob Nicol, of Sherbrooke, 
crown prosecutor for the district, for the 
defense. This strange state of affairs de- 
veloped out of Nicol’s aiding the New 
York forces in getting Thaw out of the 
Sherbrooke jail. He has since been iden- 
tified with the anti-Thaw interests, and 
after denouncing Jerome’s arrest as an 
outrage, volunteered to defend him. It 
has strained the relations between him 
and his associate, Hanson, but the latter 
had no alternative but to prosecute. 

Milford Aldrich, the mill hand com- 
Plainant against Jerome, got leave of ab- 
sence for this afternoon, so that he could 
be in court. He said this morning that 
he had no sympathy with Thaw and had 
acted against Jerome because he thought 
it was his duty. 

“I got in a little trouble one time for 
playing cards in New Hampsire,” he con- 
fessed, “and this will short of even things 
up.” 

Thaw evinced great interest in the 
Jerome hearing, but could get little in- 
formation from his guards. No one ex- 
cept his lawyers was allowed to see him, 
and most of them are in Montreal. &@ 
was still uncertain today when Thaw 
would be removed there. 

Jerome stepped off the 
Montreal at noon, ready 
court this afternoon. A small crowd 
greeted him in silence. He made no 
statement and was taken at once to tis 
hotel.

The School of Today. 


Twenty-five thousand Atlanta children are step- 
ping schoolward tiday; and before the week is over 
millions more throughout America will join this 
inepiriting march. The great work of public educa- 
tion, the work of making good citizenship and whole- 
some, useful lives has begun anew. No day of the 
year holds more significance to the nation, the com- 
munity, and to the home. 

It is a cheering tact that the children of this 
time enter a system of schooling very different from 
that of their grandsires or even of their fathers and 
mothers. They are turning not merely to books and 
blackboards, but to a training camp organized to 
meet their human needs. Divers aspects of child 
life which were wholly ignored in the educational 
schemes of a few gentrations past are now most 
strongly emphasi.ec. It has been truly said that in 
years not far behind us the teacher's entire duty 
was considered done “when the child could spell and 
parse, successfully wrestle with vulgar fractions and 
give the boundaries and capitals of the states com- 
posing the union.”

The dryness of the 
cellar can be ameliorated by keeping water In 
open pans or in a tub, or by frequent sprinkling. 
Such steps ought to be taken for the protection 
of fruits and vegetables in the large majority 
of home cellars. /When apples or potatoes 
shrivel, it is safe to assume that the atmosphere 
is too dry. Keeping the temperature down to 
the minimum, of course, assists in the matter 
of humidity. 


In all this matter of keeping a winter supply 
of fruit and vegetables it is to be especially 
observed that only sound and mature products 
should ever be stored. Poor, overripe, diseased 
or decaying fruit or vegetables are worse than 
wasted when put into the cellar. Lhe best cold 
storage in the world will not cure the rot fungi 
nor restore a G@ecayed apple. ‘he produce will 
never come out of storage better than it goes in. 

There are certain specific decays which do 
great damage to stored products, but these are 
practically always put tnto the storage reoms 
with the produce itself. 

The storage pits have to be dug in thoroughly 
well drained soll, and the surface water should 
be drained away by a protecting ditch. The 
best insulation is provided by several succes- 
sive layers of dry straw held in place by thin 
coverings of earth. ‘hese several layers are 
put on at intervals of two to four weeks, as the 
cold grows more penetrating, but the job must 
be finished before the ground is fully frozen.
